‘ishop Loring of Springfield 
ies Suddenly on April 16th 


The Rt. Rev. Richard Tuttle Lor- 
ig, Bishop of Springfield, died of a 
oronary thrombosis on Friday morning, 
april 16th. Death occurred between 
:30 and 10 am. The Bishop had had 
m attack of influenza, and an operation 
hortly before his consecration, but had 
herwise been in fairly good health. 
Richard T. Loring was born in: New- 
on, Mass., February 7, 1900, the son 
f the Rey. Richard Tuttle Loring and 
Vlary Amory (Leland). He attended 
llen Military School, West Newton, 
Viass., and was graduated from Har- 
ard College with the B.A. degree. in 
924. After graduation, he attended the 
raduate School of Architecture for 
wo and one-half years before entering 
he Episcopal Theological School, Cam- 
yridge, Mass., from which he was grad- 
uated with the B.D. degree in 1929. 
Bishop Slattery of Massachusetts or- 
ained him to the diaconate in 1928, and 
o the priesthood in 1929. He was mar- 
ied to Miss Helen Dexter in 1928. 
hile a priest, Fr. Loring was associ- 
uted with Trinity Church, Concord, 
ass., from 1926 to 1929; the Church 
f the Good Shepherd, Waban, Mass., 
irom 1929 to 1937; and St. David’s 
Vhurch, Baltimore, Md., from 1937 un- 
tl his consecration last October as sixth 
ishop of Springfield. 

_ Bishop Loring was consecrated on 
October 18, 1947, at St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral, Springfield, Ll. The Presiding 
Bishop was the consecrator, assisted by 
Bishops Conkling of Chicago and White, 
etired Bishop of Springfield, as co-con- 
secrators. The Presenting Bishops were 
Bishop Loring of Maine, his brother, 
and the Rt. Rev. Spence Burton, SSJE, 
Bishop of Nassau. Other Bishops pres- 
ent who took part in the laying on of 
hands were Mallett of Northern In- 
diana, Powell of Maryland, Essex of 
Quincy, Ivins of Milwaukee, Clark of 
Utah, and Scarlett of Missouri. In the 
luncheon given in the new Bishop’s hon- 
or, Bishop Sherrill paid tribute to the 
|Loring family, of whom three members 
jhad served as priests in Bishop Sherrill’s 
former diocese (Massachusetts), and 
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wished the new Bishop well in his work 
in the diocese of Springfield. 

A Solemn Requiem Mass was held at 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, Springfield, on 
April 20th, preceded by the reading of 
the Burial Office by Bishops Mallett of 
Northern Indiana and Essex of Quincy. 
Bishop Conkling of Chicago presided at 
the Mass and gave the absolution of the 
body. Bishop Ivins of Milwaukee 
preached. The Sacred Ministers of the 
Mass were the Ven. F. S. Arvedson, 
celebrant ; the Rev. Robert Spicer-Smith, 
the only man Bishop Loring ever or- 
dained, deacon; and the Rev. E. M. 
Ringland, sub-deacon. 

Six priests of the diocese of Spring- 
field acted as pall bearers, and the re- 
mainder of the clergy were honorary pall 
bearers. The Bishop’s body lay in state 
from noon, April 19th, until after the 
Requiem the next day. Clergy and lay- 
men of the diocese kept watch. 

The Bishops’ body will be temporarily 
placed in a receiving vault, and will 
later be placed beneath the high altar of 
the Springfield cathedral.

Bishop Louttit, Suffragan of South 
Florida, was unanimously elected Bishop 
Coadjutor of the diocese at a conven- 
tion on April 14th.

MacLaury: To become presi- 
dent of Canterbury College September 
Ist. 
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COLLEGES 


Fr. MacLaury Elected New 
President of Canterbury College 


The board of trustees of Canterbury 
College, Danville, Ind., on April 12th 
rescinded their previous action of with- 
drawal from the support of the Episco- 
pal Church, and elected the Rev. Doug- 
las R. MacLaury, rector of St. John’s 
Church, Chicago, Ill., to succeed Dr. 
Edgar C. Cumings as president of the 
college, beginning in September. 

Bishop Mallett of Northern Indiana, 
president of the board said, “The crisis 
produced by the announcement of the 
closing of the college raised a most un- 
usual response from all parts of the 
Church, and we found that there was 
much more interest in our college than 
was ever imagined.” The earlier action 
of the board had been taken because it 
was felt that the financial responsibilities 
could not be met from the communicants 
of the dioceses of Northern Indiana and 
Indianapolis. However, a new commit- 
tee, the Canterbury College Laymen’s 
Foundation was formed, and has for- 
mulated a program which will have as its 
primary purpose the raising of $20,000 
to complete the present semester. 

Fr. MacLaury, who is also chairman 
of the youth commission of the diocese 
of Chicago, has turned down a sub- 
stantial scholarship which would have en- 
abled him to take the Ph.D. degree in

psychiatric medicine. Fr. MacLaury 
will be vice-president of the college for 
the remainder of the semester. Effective 
August 31st, Dr. Cumings will be- 
come dean of men at De Pauw Univer- 
sity. 

The college, under the sponsorship of 
the Laymen’s Foundation, will attempt 
to reach the entire Church to show the 
real need of a liberal arts coeducational 
institution. The immediate need is for 
$20,000, and thereafter it is estimated 
that $50,000 annually can be raised by 
contributions varying from $1.00 to 
$1,000 or more from Churchpeople who 
believe in the project.

Philippine Independent Bishops 
Consecrated April 7th 


The Philippine Independent Church, 
48 years after its foundation by Msgr. 
Gregorio Aglipay, received valid apos- 
tolic orders from Bishops of the Church 
in the United States on April 7th. The 
consecrator was Bishop Binsted of the 
Philippines, assisted by Bishop Kennedy 
of Honolulu and Bishop Wilner, Suf- 
fragan of the Philippines. The ico-con- 
secrators acted as the Presenting 'Bish- 
ops, and Bishop Wilner preached ‘the 
sermon. : 

In the sermon, Bishop Wilner said : 


“We cannot, we dare not deny that 
the Church [the Philippine Independent 
Church] has had for 45 years the grace 
of God at work in it among its Bishops, 
clergy, and people. The acceptance of 
these sacraments is no reflection upon the 
long line of bishops, clergy, and people 


who faithfully served God and their fel- 
low men. We honor them, we thank God 
for them.” 


The service began at 9:30 am with a 
procession consisting of the seminarists 
from St. Andrew’s Seminary, Manila, 
the Bishops-elect [Msgr. Isabelo de los 
Reyes, Jr., Supreme Bishop; Msgr. 
Manuel N. Aguilar, Bishop of Laguna; 
and Msgr. Greardo M. Bayaca, Bishop: 
of Tarlac and Zambales], 10 bishops 
of the Philippine Independent Church, 
and the consecrating Bishops. The serv- 
ice was conducted according to the Book 
of Common Prayer, with the following 
promise of conformity: 


“In the Name of God, Amen. I, N., 
chosen’ Bishop of N. of the Iglesia Filipina 
Independiente, do promise conformity and 
obedience to the Doctrine, Discipline, and 
Worship of the Iglesia Filipina Indepen- 
diente. So help me God, through Jesus 
Christ.” 

The service was attended by more 
than +400, including 79-year-old Gen. 
Amilio Aguinaldo, father of Philippine 
independence, and Mme. Gregorio Agli- 
pay, widow of the founder of the Inde- 
pendent Church. At the conclusion of 
the service, the General said to Msgr. 
de los Reyes, “I am absolutely for you, 
Bishop.” The late President Roxas of 
the Philippine Republic was unable to 
attend the service, and Vice-President 
Quirino (now President) was unable to 
reach the church before the conclusion 
of the service. Sr. Quirino later called 
on Msgr. de los Reyes to extend his 
best wishes. 

After the service the clergy and laity 
of the Philippine Independent Church 
gave a luncheon in honor of the newly 
consecrated Bishops. Bishops Binsted 


and Kennedy spoke briefly.

FEDERAL COUNCIL 
Mr. Taft Appeals for Jerusalem . 


Measures for the protection of Jer 
salem as the Holy City were urged ¢ 
April 16th by Charles P. Taft, pre: 
dent of the Federal Council of Church 
in an appeal addressed to the Hon. Wa 
ren R. Austin, head of the United Stat 
delegation to the United Nations. 

Mr. Taft’s plea, sent on the eve 
the special meeting of the General A 
sembly of the U.N., was made in behz 
of the Churches codperating in the Fe 
eral Council. It strongly supported t 
proposal for a truce in Palestine as 
whole, but at the same time focused < 
tention on immediate steps to avert t 
particular danger of the destruction 
Jerusalem. :

“Christian people are profoundly d 
turbed at the prospect of an increase 
violent warfare in Palestine upon t 
withdrawal of British troops on May 15 
Our concern for the lives of all those ;

—and our conviction that adjustment 
differences should be sought by peacei 
methods lead us to urge with all o 
strength that the present effort of ¢ 
United Nations to arrange a truce be su 
ported by the responsible leaders on be 
sides. 

“We have an especially deep conce 
for the Holy City of Jerusalem, sacr 
around the world to those of all thi 
faiths, and containing places whose destrt 
tion we cannot accept as permissible. U 
der the partition proposal of last fall Jex 


lem was to be a trust territory. It is 
wiously a part of the trust territory un- 
er the recent trusteeship proposal. Surely 
should have a trust status under any 
trangement, and it should be given now 
e character of an ‘open city.’

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“We, the board of regents of the Uni- 
versity of the South at Sewanee, Tenn., 
protest the feeling throughout the country 
of the inevitability of war. 

“We hold and proclaim that America 
must take the lead in stopping the spread 
of Communism, in preserving individual 
freedom and personal liberty, and in up- 
holding the dignity of man. We must hope 
and strive to the utmost to accomplish this 
without recourse to war, and we must 
have faith that this can be done. 

“We must put our hearts and minds to 
the urgent task of studying the facts, find- 
ing a plan, and following a course that 
will attain these ends. We call ourselves, 
our faculty, and students to this high ob- 
jective. 

“For Gurselven we regard the following 
as fundamental: (1) acceptance by the 
United States of responsibility for leader- 
ship in world affairs; (2) a clearly de- 
fined foreign policy for the United States; 
(3) a strong Army, Navy, and Air Force; 
(4) a declaration of our deep desire for 
peace, but also of our determination to 
fight if necessary for the preservation of 
liberty and justice; (5) economic aid to 
the non-Communist European countries 
as provided in the Marshall Plan; (6) 
a World Federation of Nations really 
capable of settling international disputes, 
stopping war and aggression, and presery- 
ing peace. 

“We reaffirm our belief in the redemp- 
tive power of the Christian Faith and we 
pray that-we may know and do God’s will.”

CONFERENCES 


Liturgical Conference to be Held 
in Dallas, Texas, May 11th to 13th 


The Very Rev. Dr. William H. Nes, 
dean of Nashotah House, Nashotah, 
Wis. ; the Rev. Dr. William H. Dunphy, 
rector of St. Mark’s Church, Philadel- 
phia, Pa.; and Bishop Mason of Dallas 
are to be the leaders of the second Litur- 
gical Conference, to be held at Camp 
Crucis in the diocese of Dallas, May 
11th to 13th. 

The subjects of the conference will 
be “The Sacramental Principle in the 
New Testament” and “The Sacramen- 
tal Principle Today and Tomorrow.”

EDITORIAL | 
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Wanted: Missionary Statesmanship 


, ‘HERE was a time when the Episcopal Church 
was a great missionary Church. No Churchman 
can read the story of its rapid expansion dur- 

ing the nineteenth century without experiencing a 
thrill of pride. Can the same thing be said of the 
missionary work of the Church today? We hardly 
think so — and that despite the fact that today, as in 
the past, the Episcopal Church has thousands of 
loyal and devoted missionaries at work throughout 
the world. 

For one thing, we can no longer use the word 
‘“expansion’’ to describe the missionary work of the 
Church. The word has rather been “retrenchment,” 
from the time of the budget-slashing General Con- 
vention of 1934 right up to and including the Febru- 
ary, 1948, meeting of the National Council. 

In 1835 Jackson Kemper was chosen by the 
House of Bishops as the first missionary Bishop of 
this Church. He set out without benefit of pension, 
educational allowance, or budget into a vast wilder- 
ness containing one church building (in Missouri) 
and one clergyman (in Indiana). Within a few years 
other missionary Bishops went forth — Otey to the 
Southwest, Kip to California, Scott to Oregon, Whip- 
ple to Minnesota. The result is summarized in two 
sentences by Bishop Wilson in The Divine Commis- 
sion: ‘Within thirty years after Convention of 1835, 
the number of clergy and the number of communi- 
cants had increased more than four-fold. The mis- 
sionary virus was working spiritual wonders.” 

In the foreign fields, too, the Episcopal Church 
showed missionary vision and statesmanship. In 1844 
Bishop Boone was consecrated for China and Bishop 
Southgate for Constantinople and the Near East, 
followed a few years later by the consecration of 
Bishop Payne for Liberia. After the Civil War, Bish- 
op Williams was consecrated Bishop for China and 
Japan, the first of a line of courageous and versatile 
missionaries who laid the. foundations for the two 
autonomous Churches in those countries today. After 
the Spanish-American War bishops were sent to 
Cuba, Puerto Rico, the Philippines, and Hawaii. 
Native Churches in Haiti and Mexico were taken 
under our wing. After the turn of the century, mis- 
sionary work was begun in Brazil and in the Panama 
Canal Zone. American churches were built in Europe. 

The First World War gave the missionary work 
of the American Church a temporary set-back; but it 
was the depression of the early 1930's that dealt it 
the blow from which it has never recovered. Since 
that time no new missionary district has been estab- 
lished, except by the technical separation of the Do- 
minican Republic from Haiti and of the Virgin Is- 
lands from Puerto Rico, both continuing under the 
same Bishops. Some additional work has been under- 


taken in northern South America, and some addition 
territory added to the district of Canal Zone by a 
rangement with the Church of England. But the ge 
eral missionary cry since 1934 has been, not “CG 
forth” but “Hold the line’’— and the line hasn 
always been held. 


ODAY, as always, the Church has many loy 

missionaries—bishops, priests, doctors, religiou 
nurses, deaconesses, teachers. They are holding tl 
lines as best they can, often in the face of almost i 
superable odds and with highly inadequate salarie 
In Alaska the cost of living is higher than in Ne 
York; in China, inflation makes it impossible to kno 
from day to day what the cost of the most ordinai 
items will be. But the National Council, faced wi 
the hard fact that members of the Episcopal Chure 
even in this time of relatively easy money, still ¢ 
not give enough to support the missionary work « 
the Church properly, have even had to cut the cos 
of-living bonus of workers in China. 

Meanwhile, the Episcopal Church is missing tr 
mendous opportunities to carry the message of tl 
Gospel into new fields. Large parts of China hay 
been opened up to Christianity in the great migratic 
during the war; they are today a fertile field that 
barely being touched by Christian missions — thoug 
the Communists are hard at work there.* We har 
failed to establish any work in Guam, either durir 
the period from 1898 to 1941 or since its recaptu 
in 1944. We have made no attempt to undertal 
work in the former Japanese mandated islands, no 
under American trusteeship. We have made little e 
fort to rebuild or reopen our churches in Europe. W 
have so stinted our financial support of the work 
Latin America that the bishops have had to fore 
many opportunities for expansion. Rebuilding in tl 
Philippines, though helped by the Presiding Bishop 
Fund, is proceeding all too slowly. 

Worst of all, there is little or no evidence of mi 
sionary statesmanship on the part of the Nation 
Council, charged with promoting the work of tl 
Church in missionary districts at home and abroa 
or on the part of the House of Bishops. The fa 
sighted vision that led the bishops to send forth suc 
men as Kemper and Boone, when the Church at hon 
was still weak and scattered, is lacking, now that tl 
Church is well established and complacent. 

Consider, for example, the challenge of Sout 
America. The Bogota revolution, so aptly timed 1 
cause the maximum of embarrassment to the Inte 
American Conference of diplomats, has directed tt 
attention of Americans to the threat of Communis

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spired revolt in the Western hemisphere. The im- 
ied warning is a timely one, for there is danger that 
-our concern about the spread of Soviet totalitari- 
ism in Europe and Asia, we may overlook even 
ore dangerous potentialities nearer home. 

But it is the religious challenge of South America, 
ther than the political one, with which we are here 
ncerned. The South American. countries have long 
en considered solidly Roman Catholic, and the 
piscopal Church has hesitated to establish mission- 
y work in countries already supposedly cared for by 
other branch of the Catholic Church. Anglo-Cath- 
ics have particularly held this position; consequent- 
the only substantial work of our Church in South 
merica is that of the missionary district of Southern 
‘razil, conducted almost entirely along Protestant 
d Evangelical lines. (It has been well conducted, 
o, and is a strong island of missionary work in a 
ontinent otherwise ignored by our Church. ) 

Recent years, however, have amply demonstrated 
e fallacy of the belief that South America is solidly 
oman Catholic. Both Protestantism and Commu- 
ism have been growing at the expense of the Roman 
hurch, and millions of nominal Roman Catholics 
ave actually lost all but the most superficial religion. 
rticles in Roman Catholic periodicals have admitted 
hat that Church has lost a large proportion of the 
opulation in many South American countries. And 
sven high ranking priests and bishops have turned 
One bishop came into the 


riest; another, the head of one of the most power- 
‘ul dioceses in South America, is under discipline by 
he Vatican. And in Argentina and other countries 
he Roman hierarchy has been so openly allied with 
fascist political movements that it has lost the confi- 
ence of believers in freedom and democracy. 

Much of South America today is ripe for a Ca- 
holicism that is free from Rome and from Fascism. 
Anglicanism could offer to South Americans just such 
free Catholicism. If we were to do so, it might have 
tremendous effect on the whole future of Latin 
America, now torn in an underground struggle be- 
ween Roman Catholic authoritarianism and Soviet 
ommunism. The recent encyclical [L. C., November 
6, 1947] issued by Anglican bishops in the West 
ndies sets forth the kind of approach that we believe 
ould have tremendous influence, if it were widely 
ublicized in South America and backed up by de- 
voted, self-sacrificing missionaries. 


E HOPE that the Lambeth Conference will 

give this matter some consideration — though 
we have not seen any provision for it in the agenda. 
Why not an English or American bishop for each of 
the countries of South America? Even if each one 
started out with a staff of only two priests, he would 
be farther along than was Bishop Kemper when he 
went out into the Middle West — or, for that mat- 
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ter, than St. Paul when he started on his missionary 
journeys. 

Europe is another field in which we ought to be 
giving practical missionary assistance. Why should 
we not send priests to work under the Old Catholic 
bishops, with whom we are in communion, to help re- 
build the shattered Church life of that continent, and 
to set forth a Catholic faith without the modern ac- 
cretions of Romanism, or the subtractions of Prot- 
estantism ? Our aim, of course, would not be to make 
Anglicans or Episcopalians out of devoted Lutherans, 
Calvinists, or Roman Catholics, but to present the 
Faith to the unchurched masses who are falling away 
to materialism because they feel that the form of 
Christianity they have known has nothing to offer 
them. 

There are, moreover, the missionary needs of our 
own country. Instead of turning over vast areas to a 
wishy-washy interdenominationalism under the guise 
of “comity,” we ought to be strengthening and in- 
creasing our Own missionary work. Where would we 
we be today if Bishop Kemper, after looking over 
the territory assigned to him, had decided to turn 
over Missouri to the Lutherans and Indiana to the 
Methodists, in the vain hope that they might leave 
Wisconsin to the Episcopalians ? 

What we need, and need badly, is missionary 
statesmanship — lots of it, at the top levels in the 
councils of the Church. We need the kind of planning 
that looks far into the future, and lays down broad 
lines of strategic missionary policy. We need re- 
newed confidence that the Holy Spirit still guides the 
Church, and that the Lord will provide the means if 
we set forth with determination to carry out His 
Divine Commission. 

If we had such missionary statesmanship, we are 
confident that the rank and file of the Church would 
respond to it. They did in 1835, and they would in 
1948. But they need inspired and inspiring leader- 
ship, and the knowledge that they are not merely 
holding the line, but going forward with Christ to 
add new provinces to His Kingdom. With such leader- 
ship and vision, perhaps the “‘missionary virus’’ would 
again infect our Church, and enable it to work new 
spiritual wonders.

The Philippine Independent Church 


By the Most Rev. Isabelo de los Reyes, Jr. 


Supreme Bishop of the Philippine Independent Church 


HE Iglesia Filipina Independi- 

ente [Philippine Independent 

Church] was established in 1902 
when approximately three million lay 
members and about a hundred priests, 
led by two outstanding national leaders, 
Fr. Gregorio Aglipay and Don Isabelo 
de los Reyes, seceded from the Roman 
Catholic Church. Before this mass seces- 
sion, an appeal had been made to the 
pope, through proper channels, request- 
ing greater privileges for the Filipino 
priests, and seeking reforms in the 
Church in the Philippines with a view 
to correcting certain abuses, injustices, 
and superstitious. practices which were 
having a demoralizing effect on the cler- 
gy and people. This appeal, perhaps be- 
cause of the reluctance of the pope to of- 
fend the powerful Spanish orders, was de- 
nied. When there appeared no hope of 
securing reform within the Church, a 
mass meeting was called by Don Isabelo 
de los Reyes on October 2, 1902, in 
Manila, and a national Church organ- 
ized. Msgr. Gregorio Aglipay, vicar- 
general of the Philippines under Presi- 
ident Emilio Aguinaldo, was spontane- 
ously proclaimed Supreme Head of the 
new- Church. 

A constitution was adopted, which 
was both revolutionary and conservative. 
It preserved the traditional Catholic 
faith, doctrine, and ritual, but emanci- 
pated the Filipino clergy from the arro- 
gant domination of the Spanish religious 
orders, permitted priests to marry, or- 
dered the services of the Church to be 
conducted in Spanish and the vernacu- 
lar dialects, condemned Mariolatry, and 
abolished the excessive fees for the ad- 
ministration of the sacraments and other 
ceremonies, which had deprived many of 
the poorer class of the privileges and 
comfort of the Church when most 
needed. 


UNITARIAN BACKING 


Because of the strong desire of the 
masses for ecclesiastical as well as po- 
litical independence, the announcement 
of the organization of the Independent 
Church was enthusiastically welcomed 
throughout the Islands. In certain sec- 
tions, almost the entire population of 
provinces deserted the altars of Rome 
and joined the native Church. However, 
after the first wave of enthusiasm had 
subsided, the number who had the cour- 
age to face the hardships, criticism, and 
persecution involved in establishing a 
new Church was reduced by almost half. 
Besides the inevitable reaction which

any such movement encounters, there 
were at least three other major reasons 
for the reduction in numbers. They 
were (a) an insufficient number of 
priests to minister adequately to such a 
multitude; (b) the award of all Church 
property to the Roman Catholic Church 
by. the Supreme Court of the Philippines 
on November 24, 1906; (c) the unsym- 
pathetic attitude of other Christian 
bodies toward the movement. The Uni- 
tarians alone espoused the cause of the 
new Church with the result that a few 
of the leaders and a very small per- 
centage of the laity became infected with 
the tenets of that movement. 

The secession from Rome was on 
such a vast scale that the necessity for 
immediate organization moved Msgr. 
Aglipay to accept consecration as Obispo 
Maximo [Supreme Bishop] on January 
18, 1903, at the hands of those who 
lacked regular episcopal consecration. 


Although he accepted such ie 
on the grounds of expediency and 
cause the urgency of the times preven 
his going to Europe for consecration 
the hands of bishops of the Old Catho 
Church, nevertheless he was perfec 
aware of the deficiency in his episco| 
orders, and very early sought to remie 
that deficiency through appeals made 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
USA and the Old Catholic Church: 
Europe. On June 17, 1904, he address 
a letter to the Rt. Rev. Dr. Char 
Henry Brent, requesting closer asso¢ 
tion with the Episcopal Church, and 
February 24, 1905, the French depu 
Emilio Barrell of the Cheux des To 
at the meeting of the Old Catholic bi 
ops held in Berne, Switzerland, p 
sented a petition in the name of Ms 
Aglipay as Supreme Head of the Igle 
Filipina Independiente requesting 1 
bestowal of Apostolic Orders. Howey: 
nothing came of either of these appei 
owing to the raging political confli 
at the time in which Msgr. Aglipay w 
actively participating, and to the comp 
cation caused by the association of t 
Church with the Unitarians. The del 
encountered in these negotiations dro 
Msgr. Aglipay to lean more and m«¢ 
on the friendship and assistance so gé 
erously proffered by the Unitarians. S 
eral pamphlets and books published 
Msgr. Aglipay at this time were Uni 
rian in their theology. However, wh 
the great mass of the people remain 
profoundly loyal to their leader, th 
were not influenced by his theolog 
deflection toward Unitarianism but t 
aciously retained their Trinitarian fai 
Gradually all traces of heretical teat 
ing were eliminated so that the Chur 
in 1947 could issue an orthodox Dee 
ration of Faith and Articles of Religi 
unanimously approved by the Supre1 
Council of Bishops and the General / 
sembly [L. C., November 2, 1947]. 
This authoritative clarification of t 
doctrinal position of the Church pay 
the way for the presentation of a pe 
tion presented to the House of Bishe 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church > 
behalf of the Iglesia Filipina Indepen 
iente by the Rt.

He objected on 
ve grounds that the question was of 
ich importance it should have longer 
onsideration. The House of Bishops 
uthorized the Presiding Bishop to take 
ne necessary steps to convey valid con- 
ecration to the episcopate of the Iglesia 
filipina Independiente.

The Iglesia Filipina Independiente is 
Catholic, reformed, and autonomous. 

It is Catholic in that it has preserved 
the faith and order of the Church as it 
was set forth in the Ecumenical Coun- 
cils of the undivided Church. It has al- 
ways had the threefold ministry of bish- 
ops, priests, and deacons; it has adminis- 
tered the seven sacraments, holding Bap- 
tism and Holy Communion to be gen- 
erally necessary to salvation: it accepts 
the statement of the faith as contained 
in the Apostles’ and Nicene Creeds, ac- 
cepts the Holy Scriptures as the Word 
of God, and teaches that nothing which 
cannot be proved by Holy Scriptures is 
to be held as necessary to salvation. It is 
to be noted that there was a brief period 
in the history of the Church when a re- 
formed creed resembling but not iden- 
tical with the ancient Catholic Creeds 
was authorized, but never widely used. 

It is autonomous and indigenous in 
that its entire membership as well as 
its clergy are Filipinos and is financially 
self-supporting. It has never at any time 
depended upon financial support or lead- 
ership from foreign sources. It has given 
to the people the services of the Church 
in their own dialects and has been a con- 
sistent advocate of Philippine independ- 
ence. It has attracted to its fold some 
of the most ardent patriots of the nation. 
It is an autonomous Church within the 


Catholic Church of Christ. 


It is reformed in that it abolished the 
abuses of indulgences, the sale of the so 
called santa bula, condemned Mariol- 
atry, permitted the marriage of the cler- 
gy, holds that the Holy Scriptures alone 
are the basis of doctrine, and has re- 
nounced the claim of the pope to uni- 
versal jurisdiction, together with the 
doctrine of papal infallibility. 

The Iglesia Filipina Independiente 
has a membership of approximately two 
million baptized persons and its activ- 
ities extend over the whole archipelago 
of the Philippines. Its services are con- 
ducted in more than two thousand 
churches and chapels. For the most part, 
these are modest buildings. While its 
adherents come from all classes of so- 
ciety, it has appealed most strongly to 
farmers and artisans. 

The Church has exerted a strong in- 
fluence on the whole Christian move- 
ment in the Philippines. By its coura- 
geous stand against the autocratic power 
and the errors of the Roman Church, it 
has made the work of other Churches 
easier, and has been the indirect means 
of bringing about reforms within the 
Roman Church. By its fight for the rec- 
ognition of the ability and rights of the 
Filipino priesthood, it has made no small 
contribution to the development of na- 
tional Christian leadership in the Islands.

Statistics reveal that in the course of a 
year the Church baptizes about one hun- 
dred thousand children, confirms fifty 
thousand people, solemnizes ten thou- 
sand marriages, and conducts about twen- 
ty thousand funerals. 

The Church sponsors the Boy Scout 
and Girl Scout movements and its lay- 
men and laywomen have strong paro- 
chial and diocesan organizations. 


MisstoNAry ACTIVITIES 

The Church’s’ missionary activities 
have been confined to the Philippines, 
but it is hoped that in the future mis- 
sions of the Church may be established 
in neighboring countries. 

Many of its activities have been cur- 
tailed because of the financial losses suf- 
fered by the Church and its people as a 
result of the last world war. How- 
ever, it is beginning to rehabilitate the 
churches and rectories damaged or de- 
stroyed in the war, although necessarily 
with cheap and humble materials. It has 
no outstanding periodical, no first class 
schools or hospitals, and since the war 
no seminary. Through an agreement 


| with the Episcopal Church, its students 


are now being educated at St. Andrew’s 
Seminary, Manila, P. I. 

The head of the Iglesia Filipina Inde- 
pendiente is known as the Obispo Max- 
or the Supreme Bishop. He is 
elected by the General Assembly and 
holds office for four years. He, together 
with the Supreme Council of Bishops 
and the General Assembly govern the 
Church. The Supreme Council of Bish- 


ops is composed of the twelve senior 


| bishops in active service and is presided 


over by a president elected by the coun- 
cil. General Assembly is composed of 
bishops, priests, and laity, and is the 
supreme legislative and judicial body of 


the Church. 


FaITH AND PRACTICE 


The Iglesia Filipina Independiente 
holds the Catholic faith as taught by 
our Lord Jesus Christ and His Apostles 
and as affirmed by the Ecumenical Coun- 
cils of the undivided Church.

Th 
revised book will vary in some respect 
from the Book of Common Prayer bu 
doctrinally it, will be the same. 

Sermons and instruction in the Chum 
are based on the Bible, and the epistle 
and gospels are read in the Mass. Th 
prayers of the Church are scriptural, bu 
the people generally lack an intimat 
knowledge of the Bible such as seems t 
characterize the people of the Angli 
can and other non-Roman Catholi 
Churches. The Church has learned th 
necessity for a more thorough know! 
edge of the Scriptures among its peopl 
and is determined to make up this def 
ciency. 

The Church deprecates divorce fo 
any cause and does not permit remar 
riage of divorced persons. 

The Church condemns political ide 
ologies which oppress men and rob ther 
of their due freedom. It stands for a s¢ 
cial order which insures justice, peac 
and tolerance to all classes, races, an 
nations and which permits all men t 
live honest, healthful lives.

PENNSYLVANIA 


St. Mark’s, Philadelphia, 
Celebrates 100th Anniversary 


St. Mark’s Church, Philadelphia, on 
the Feast of St. Mark, April 25th is 
celebrating the 100th anniversary of the 
laying of the cornerstone. “Fhe actual 
founding of the parish dates back to 
June 28, 1847, when a vestry was in- 
corporated to build a church which 
would be in line with. the Tractarian 
Movement. From the day of its incep- 
tion, the parish has always stood as a 
witness to the Catholic Faith as ex- 
pressed in the Anglican Communion. 

Although the cornerstone was laid on 
St. Mark’s Day, 1848, the church was 
first opened for services on October 21, 
1849. The following year on May 2d, 
St. Mark’s was consecrated by Bishop 
Potter of Pennsylvania. On Advent 
Sunday, 1869, during the rectorate of 
the Rev. Eugene Hoffman, later Dean 
of the General Seminary, weekly cele- 
brations of the Holy Communion were 
established at 7 AM and 10:30 AM on 
Sundays and on all Holy Days. Daily 
prayers had been the custom of the par- 
ish since 1849, but in 1884 a daily cele- 
bration throughout the year at 7 AM 
was commenced. Thus St. Mark’s was 
one of the first parishes in this country 
to have daily as well as Sunday Eu- 
charist. 

In 1891, on the Feast of St. S'mon 
and St. Jude, St. Mark’s witnessed the 
consecration of its rector, the Rev. Isaac 
Lea Nicholson, as Bishop of Milwau- 
kee. Bishop Nicholson remained as rec- 
tor through All Soul’s Day, 1891, when 
there was a Solemn Requiem at which 
Bishop Nicholson pontificated. Mozart’s 
Requiem Mass was first introduced into 
this country at this service. : 

Christmas Day 1896 saw the first 
Solemn High Celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist with deacon and sub-deacon. 
This has been the principal service of 
each Sunday and major feast ever since. 

Today St. Mark’s, Philadelphia, is a 
thoroughly Catholic parish which uses 
the Prayer-book without any additions 
or subtractions in all its regular serv- 
ices. The Offices are read publicly each 
day, and the Litany is read each Friday. 
Every celebration ot the Holy Eucha-
